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Freeze Profits Most Busness 


'PROBLEM WORSENING' 
So/ons Promise 
To Battle Drugs

For the past several years, a 


select group of law enforce- 
ment 
ofifcers 
have 
met 


monthly to exchange informa- 
tion regarding drug abuse pro- 
blems and activities in their 
areas and across the state. 


Last week, two members of 


the Legislature — Speaker 
William Hasebroock of West 
Point and Sen. Wally Barnett of 
Lincoln, members of the in- 
terim committee on drugs — 
sat in on a typical session. 


For nearly two hours they 


listened as officers described 
drug abuse activities in their 
areas, arrest rates, harvesting 
of marijuana and results of 
case prosecutions. 


Little Doubt Left 


They were left with little 


doubt that Nebraska has a drug 
abuse 
problem 
and 
that 


virtually no community of the 
state — large or small — is 
untouched. 


"We've got a problem — 


really a project before us," 
said Barnett in response to the 
roundtable discussion, "and it's 
getting worse." 


Describing the drug com- 


mittee as "one of the strongest 
ever created," the senator said 
the committee will recommend 
whatever legislation and fun- 
ding is needed to get the job 
done. 


"We are looking for facts, 


answers and ideas on how we 
can stop the drug abuse) pro- 
blem — if we can." 


Lack Of Awareness 


Hasebroock doubted if the 


average legislator and citizen 
is aware of the problem "to the 
extent that was talked about 
today." 


The group that did the talk- 


ing were officers and narcotic 
s p e c i a l i s t s from police 
departments, sheriff 
offices, 


State Patrol and other agencies 
who deal daily on the street 
with drug users and pushers. 


As officers described mari- 


juana harvesting in their areas, 
arrests and confiscated equip- 
ment, the consensus of the 
group was the usual seven-day 
sentence or $50 fine for mari- 
juana 
possession 
w a s n ' t 


d i s couraging 
out-of-staters

Stiff Prosecution 


Stiff prosecution is needed in 


marijuana cases, they said, to 
"take

drug traffic. Next to prostitu- 
tion, drug pushing is the most 
profitable in relation to the 
"penalty risk." 


—More manpower is needed 


Morale 
of investigators is seriously 
hurt when a marijuana or drug 
case is reduced from a felony 
to a misdemeanor because a 
prosecutor doesn't have the 
time or manpower to go to trial 
to obtain a felony conviction 
and permits the offender to 
"plea bargain."

Half-MWcnMark 
Affair Is Doufcfful

Fair manager Henry Brandt's hopes of 


reaching the half million mark for crowd 
attendance at the 1971 State Fair appeared 
to be dashed Monday, one day after the Fair 
brought in an 
all-time record 
crowd of 


142,500. 


Gate receipts Monday showed the Labor 


Day crowd to be around 80,000 — 20,000 less 
than last year's holiday crowd. 


Brandt said 402,000 Nebraskans — 7,000 


more than last year — have visited the Fair 
so far this year, "so we'd have to get nearly 
100,000 Tuesday and Wednesday to hit a half 
million. Actually, we'll be lucky to get 75,000 
in the next two days." 


At least one record other than attendance 


appears to have given way at this year's fair. 
That's the number of strayed children who 
appear at the Fair's information office. 


Gene Whinnery, head of public safety for 


the Fair, said figures are not available as 
to how many children have strayed from their 
parents this y&ar, but the number is up sharply 
from last. 


Whinnery said when Fair information office 


efforts to locate parents through the public 
address system fail, children are turned over 
to the fair's security police. The police then 
try, often in conjunction w i t h Lincoln police, 
to find the children's parents. 


Whinnery said about 25 children have been 


turned over to the security force since the 
fair began. The information office handles 
another 25 or so a day, according to Orrin 
Kohlmeier of the Fair Board. 


Lost cars, like lost kids, is another big 


problem the security police handle. Kohlmeier 
said countless fairgoers who've forgotten where 
they parked show up at the office each day. 


Some of the lost cars fall victim to the 


towing truck located at the grounds 16 hours 
a day, Whinnery said. He estimated that not 
less than 30 cars a day are towed to locations 
outside the fairgrounds. 


Another appearance Monday by the Lincoln 


Fire Department on what turned out to be 
a dry run was the only incident of w h a t was 
probably one of the fair's calmer days.

The "baby boom" of World 


War H has been replaced by 
the greatest decline in the na- 
tion's under-5 child population 
during the 120 years for which 
statistics have been kept, the 
.1970 census has revealed. 


The "bust" coincided with 


one of the largest recorded 10- 
year increases among young 
adults in the p r i n c i p a l 
childbearing age range of 15 to 
34. 


15.5% Decrease 


Yet children under five years 


of age decreased by 15.5%. 


According to the study made 


by the Washington Center for 
Metropolitan s t u d i e s , the 
drastic decline in preschool- 
aged children could: 


—Reduce births to a level 


where they would be equaled or 
exceeded by deaths within a 
few decades. 


—Reduce demand for youth- 


oriented industries such as 
toys, clothing, records 
and 


motorcycles. 


—Empty some classrooms 


that were built to house pro- 
ducts of the World War II baby 
boom. 


—Affect 
industries 
which 


have depended heavily upon 
growth in new-family formation 
for a continuing increase in 
sales, most notably housing, 
but also many types of durable 
goods. 


The study was financed by 
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Saigon UB - U.S. B52 bombers struck in 


force in the northwest corner of South Vietnam 
Monday in a fresh effort to smash North Viet- 
namese supply bases and prevent enemy forces 
from massing. 


All of the day's 18 strikes were concentrated 


northeast of the abandoned allied base at Khe

Such a concentration of B52 raids are 


sometimes the "softening up" forerunners of 
new allied ground operations but there was 
no official announcement of such a sweep. 


Seven Operations 
The South Vietnamese military command 


said seven regimental-size operations have been 
below the DMZ for a week or more but that 
there has been no fighting larger than patrol 
clashes. 


Elsewhere in South Vietnam, the low level 


of ground action continued with only minor 
skirmishes reported in scattered areas. 


The B52 bombers, striking from their 


Thailand base in six waves, damped more than 
500 tons of explosives on suspected North Viet- 
namese bunker comlexes and storage depots 
in the sector northeast of Khe Sauh. 


The area is filled with outlet trails leading 


from the Ho Chi Minn supply trail in Laos 
into South Vietnam, including a road newly 
constructed by the North Vietnamese from the 
Laotian border. 


While the B52s concentrated on the Khe 


Sanh area, smaller U.S. tactical bombers con- 
tinued to hit North Vietnamese positions m 
the southern half of the DMZ. Joining them 
was the U.S. destroyer Edson off the coast 
and allied artillery pieces strung out below 
the buffer zone. 


Under 40% Of Peak Strength 
In Saigon, the U.S. Command reported that 


American troop strength in Vietnam had drop- 
ped to a level less than 40% of its peak 
force of 543,400 men of April 1969. 


The command listed a cut of another 2,300 


troops during last week, to bring strength down 
to 216,700 as of last Thursday. 


Under the withdrawal timetable announced 


in April by President Nixon U.S. troop strength 
is scheduled to drop to 184,000 men by Dec. 


It is now running ahead of that timtable 


and may fall to about 175,000 by the end 
of November. 
Nixon plans to announce durther troop cut- 


backs In mid-November that will take the 
American schedule beyond Dec. 1. 


In the latest withdrawal, move, the U.S. 


7th Air Force announced the deactiviation of 
a 300-man airlift squadron at Phan Rang air 
base on the east coast. The squadron's 20 
transport planes are being turned over to the 
South Vietnamese air force.

8% Drop In 1930s 


The largest p r e v i o u s l y 


recorded loss in the under-5 age 
group occurred 
during 
the 


depression of the 1030s when the 
preschool population dropped 
by eight per cent. 


Apart from the 193040 dip 


and a much smaller drop of one 
per cent during the 1920s, every 
decade from 1850 through 1960 
showed an actual 
increase 


among children of preschool 
age, census figures show. 


The study says 
it 
will 


"probably take several decades 
more for the current fertility 
trend, if continued, to b r i n g 
stability or decline to the total 
population." 


Stability Not Certain 


Eventual population stability 


is 
by 
no 
means 
certain, 


however, the study says. "It is 
possible t h a t the generation 
just being born will decide to 
have babies at a considerably 
more rapid rate than today's 
young adults." 


But the study reports two 


new factors have entered the 
national population picture for 
the first time —"the pill" and 
"a dramaitc change in the at- 
titudes . . . toward both con- 
ventional marriage and large 
families." 


The first major institutions to 


feel the pinch will be those 
which deal primarily with 
young children. 


Because the United States 


has a growth-oriented economy 
that depends on a steadily in- 
creasing flow of customers, the 
study says "drastic changes 
will be needed in present ap- 
proaches to production and 
marketing."

New York —Businessmen in 


a wide range of industries are 
operating comfortably and for 
the most part profitably under 
the wage-price freeze imposed 
three weeks ago by President 
Nixon. 


A survey by The New York 


Times indicates that there is 
still 
some 
confusion about 


specific aspects of the freeze, 
but that most businessmen say 
they are retaining their initial 
enthusiasm 
for 
the 
pro- 


gram. 


The major exceptions are 


importers, 
officials 
of 
in- 


dustries that rely on imported 
components and raw materials, 
and 
executives 
in 
tightly 


regulated fields such as in- 
surance and utilities. 


Additionally, officials in such 


fields as food processing and 
banking are complaiming that 
while raw material or money 
costs are free to rise, selling 
prices are frozen. 


More Revenue Eyed 


Many businessmen are look- 


ing for expanded 
revenues 


through higher volume as the 
economy picks up. They say 
the hold down on costs, includ- 
ing wages, should mean higher 
profits. In some area, such as a 
plumbing and heating equip- 
ment, automobiles and leisure 
equipment, sales have already 
picked up. 


"I'd 
have to say we're 


generally 
pleased with the 


program," said a copper in- 
dustry executive, "but it's still 
to early to see what effect it's 
having on. inflation, so we're 
reserving judgment 
for 
a 


while." 


The steel industry, which has 


suffered severely from import 
competition in recent years, is 
delighted with the program's 
impact. Industry officials a r e 
especially enthusiastic 
about 


the proposed investment tax 


credit and the effect of the 10% 
surcharge on imports. 


Auto Men Helped 


The automobile industry has 


found 
the 
economic 
plan 


helpful, but most analysts are 
expecting its mam impact to be 
felt next year rather than dur- 
ing the remainder of this. 


"Domestic sales have picked 


up," said one observer of the 
industry, "but the companies 
were forced to roll back the 4% 
increass they had planned for 
the 1972 models, and the wage 
freeze didn't help them because 
the next increment isn't due 
until November." 


The impact of the new pro- 


gram on the transportation in- 
dustry is expected to be very 
favorable. 


Once congress has enacted 


the President's plan to end the 
1% excise tax on automobiles 
and voted the 10% investment 
tax credit one equipment spen- 
ding, 
it 
is expected 
that 


railroad revenues will increase. 
Railroads are the principle 
haulers of automobiles and

themselves. 


Airline analysts believe that

starts this year have been high, 
sales have improved. For that 
reason, he said il is difficult to 
associate the freeze with any 
increase in orders. 


The insurance industry was 


able to get a ruling that it could 
charge rates that had been in 
effect for a substantial number 
of transactions before Aug. 15, 
and that rates could be raised 
during the freeze if the in- 
crease were based on a specific 
formula for losses sustained, 
something 
mainly involving 


commercial risks. 


The boating industry should 


"get a shot in the arm," ac- 
cording to Peter M. Wilson, 
administrative vice president 
of the National Association of 
Engine and Boat Manufac- 
turers. 


For 'Fun' 


Wilson said greater con- 


fidence in the economy and 
larger bank balances after tax 
time next spring should dispel 
"what is left of the consumer's 
caution at investing his discre- 
tionary dollar and bring back 
the prosperity on which all 'fun 
products' industries depend." 


Bankers have g e n e r a l y

If only every teacher would realize and contemplate his 


own personal importance in the educational process, we 
suspect that the cause of learning would be greatly enhanced.

At the 
beginning of school, there is more talk about teachers than 
anything else — far more than there is about subject matter. 


A teacher who encourages individuality and honest self-ex- 


pression secures far more motivation in students than one 
who approaches the subject matter in a dogmatic fashion. 
At higher levels, the teacher who is more interested in teaching 
tiian in impressing his students will achieve far more success. 


To a considerable degree, discipline is not so much a 


matter of law as it is of understanding. Law without understand- 
ing will be broken at every opportunity because there is 
no respect and no spirit of cooperation. 


The teacher who builds disrespect and animosity in students 


is one destined for endless problems, regardless of the validity 
or efficiency or wisdom of the code of conduct and behavior 
that is laid down. It would be harsh, too harsh, to say that 
any teachers would deliberately breed such a situation but 
if it comes to pass, intentions are of little real importance. 


* 
The lower the level of education, of course, the more 


vital is the role of the teacher as a human being. This is 
because, at higher levels 'of education, the student can begin 
to cope with more than just the subject matter of a course 
of study. 
But at lower levels of learning, the student is largely 


formed by the teacher and what the students get out of a 
particular course will depend upon that teacher. There is no 
better time of year than this for teachers throughout our 
educational system to give some thought to their own approach 
to their job. 
. 


We are sure that teaching, as most other professions, 


can come now and then to be something of a bore or a 
drag. The best of us will, at times at least, tend to fall 
into a rut and that rut can include some pretty rough spots. 


It takes a little courage and pushing to make ourselves 


look at the way we're doing things with the thought in mind 
that we might do them a little better. The results can be 
highly beneficial, however, to oufselves and those with whom 
we are associated or to whom we have a responsibility. 


* 
Teachers can readily recall that in the lives of most people, 


there has been at least one classroom instructor who made 
a significant impact. Many young people have entered a 
particular field of study ^as a result of the inspiration given 
them in that line by a teacher somewhere along the way. 


If teaching is just a job, or worse yet, a burden, then 


the pupils in such a ojrcumstance are going to be short-changed 
or plain old cheated. There is no subject matter so good, 
so interesting or so important that it can in itself overcome 
the handicap of an uninterested or disillusioned teacher. 


Many student failures can be attributed, among other things, 


to teachers who have failed in their responsibility to the students. 
There is, of course, no totally common approach in teaching 
any more than there is a common attitude, ability or charac- 
teristic among students but teachers should strive for an ap- 
proach that lets them get the job done. 


It could be a long year ahead for a lot of teachers and 


a lot of students if that year is starting out with the idea 
that the basic information will be supplied and those who 
want it can get it and those who don't can forget it. Teachers 
have to motivate as much as they have to instruct.

Soviets Take Missile Lead 


This year has seen respected world- 


wide experts in the field contend that the 
military balance of power - in terms of 
sheer firepower — is swinging toward the 
East at a rapid rate. 
. 


One authority concludes that the Soviet 


Navy has or shortly will surpass the U.S. Navy 
in modern equipment and striking power. In 
acknowledgement that there must be some 
truth to that estimate, the Navy has sent 
Congress an outline of a $50 billion "minimum" 
program to rebuild its fleet over the next ten 
years. 


In its annual survey of world military 


power, the International Institute for Strategic 
Studies, an authoritative research institute 
headquartered in Great Britain, finds a similar 
erosion of strength in the west and a cor-' 
responding strengthening of the communist 
bloc position. 


Sample comparisons: the Soviets now have 


1,510 land-based intercontinental b a l l i s t i c 
missiles (ICBM's), "almost half as many 
again as the United States' 1,054." Russia 
now has more men under arms than the 
United States — 3,370,000 against .America's 


2,700,000. There is an increasing 
"marked 


numerical disparity-" between E a s t - W e s t 
forces in Europe, with the Warsaw Pact 
deploying three times as many tanks and 
2.500 more tactical planes than the West's 
North 
Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. The 


American lead in submarine-launched ballistic 
missiles could be wiped out by 1975 at the 
present Soviet production rate. 


What should such figures and comparisons 


mean to the average American, who is un- 
familiar 
with the exigencies 
of modern 


warfare? 


It is an oversimplification to say that 


numbers now make no difference because 
one-half or one-fourth or one-tenth of what 
the nations hold in their arsenals is enough 
to destroy the world. But is as equally 
simplistic to fear disaster if the communist 
bloc is not matched man for man, missile 
for missile. The answer, other than the hope 
that the great powers come to their collective 
senses and limit strategic arms, is not in 
numbers but application, and there has been 
no indication that the Soviets have matchtd 
the research and development capability of 
the U.S.

He joined the OEO team, he said, because 


Nixon is "a president who convinced me that 
in order to accomplish these things he would 
need to call in people who not only knew 
the mechanisms of local government, but who 
had themselves been poor at one time. And 
so I went." 


Hopefully, the President's commitment to 


the war on poverty will find its fruition 
through Sanchez because until now, Sanchez 
aside, his commitment has been unconvinc- 
ing.

The outcome in the past three 


years has been partly the luck 
of the draw.

These low- 
priced cars sold far better than 
had been expected. 


Of Canada's total gross na- 


tional product, 25 per cent, or 
$17 billion, is in exports. Of 
this, nearly $10 billion goes to

return the United States puts 
about $10 billion into the Cana- 


dian market which represents 
roughly 28 per cent of all that 
the United States sends out in 
trade and travel.

At higher lev els, the teacher who is more interested in teaching 
than in impressing his students will achiev e far more success. 
To a considerable degree, discipline is not so much a 
matter of law as it is of understanding. Law without understand­ 
ing will be broken at ev ery opportunity because there is 
no respect and no spirit of cooperation. 
The teacher who builds disrespect and animosity in students 
is one destined for endless problems, regardless of the v alidity 
or efficiency or wisdom of the code of conduct and behav ior 
that is laid down. It would be harsh, too harsh, to say that 
any teachers would deliberately breed such a situation but 
if it comes to pass, intentions are of little real importance.

The 
lower the lev el of education, of 
course, the more 
v ital is 
the 
role of the 
teacher as a 
human being. This is 
because, at higher lev els of education, the 
student can begin 
to cope with more than just the subject matter of a course 
of study .

But 
at lower 
lev els of learning, 
the 
student is largely 
formed by the teacher and what the students get out of a 
particular course will depend upon that teacher. There is no 
better time of y ear than this for teachers throughout our

The best of us will, at times at least, tend to fall 
into a rut and that rut can include some pretty rough spots. 
It takes a little courage and pushing to make ourselv es 
look at the way we’re doing things with the thought in mind 
that we might do them a little better. The results can be 
highly beneficial, howev er, to oi» selv es and those with whom 
we are associated or to whom we hav e a responsibility . 
★ 
Teachers can readily recall that in the liv es of most people, 
there has been at least one classroom instructor who made 
a significant impact. 
Many y oung people hav e entered a 
particular field of study .as a result of the inspiration giv en 
them in that line by a teacher somewhere along the way . 
If teaching is just a job, or worse y et, a burden, then 
the pupils in such a circumstance are going to be short-changed 
or plain old cheated. There is no subject matter so good, 
so interesting or so important that it can in itself ov ercome 
the handicap of an uninterested or disillusioned teacher. 
Many student failures can be attributed, among other things, 
to teachers who hav e failed in their responsibility to the students. 
There is, of course, no totally common approach in teaching 
any more than there is a common attitude, ability or charac­ 
teristic among students but teachers should striv e for an ap­ 
proach that lets them get the job done. 
It could be a long y ear ahead for a lot of teachers and 
a lot of students if that y ear is starting out with the idea 
that the basic information will be supplied and those who 
want it can get it and those who don’t can forget it. Teachers 
hav e to motiv ate as much as they hav e to instruct.

What should such figures and comparisons

It is an ov ersimplification to say that 
numbers now make no difference because 
one-half or one-fourth or one-tenth of what 
the nations hold in their arsenals is enough 
to destroy the world. 
But 
is as equally 
simplistic to fear disaster if the communist 
bloc is not matched man for man, missile 
for missile. The answer, other than the hope 
that the great powers come to their collectiv e 
senses and limit strategic arms, is not in 
numbers but application, and there has been 
no indication that the Sov iets hav e matchtd 
the research and dev elopment capability of 
the U.S.

J . J . Ex on last week lashed out 
Bureau of Indian Affairs efforts to 
the quality of life of Indians in 
Nebraska, citing “ inadequate housing, ex treme 
pov erty , 
lack

achiev ement, chronic alcoholism, tuberculosis, 
a newborn death rate that is among the 
highest in the land . . . all of these things 
and more.” 
The gov ernor noted in his report to the 
Nebraska Indian Commsision that “ literally 
millions of dollars are being spent in northeast 
Nebraska, this y ear, to fight pov erty ,” y et 
the 
record 
of 
achiev ement 
has 
b e e n 
“ shameful.” Ex on suggested that “ the pitiful 
results” can be attributed to mismanagement, 
rather than a lack of money . 
The gov ernor’s comments might as well 
be applied to the whole spectrum of anti­ 
pov erty programs, because in spite of all 
the drum-beating and some marginal suc­ 
cesses, the War on Pov erty has not done 
what it was meant to do or reached all 
the people it was meant to reach. Under 
President Nix on, the Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity (OEO 
has seemingly diminished 


in importrance, with the directors, rather 
faceless men, coming and going with not 
much of note to mark their tenure. 
President Nix on has now appointed the 
first member of a minority group to head

Phillip 
Sanchez, 
a 
Mex ican- 
American who was a farm laborer as a y outh. 
A Democrat-turned-Republican and an assis­ 
tant director of the OEO until his appointment 
to the top job, Sanchez finds Nix on “ a presi­ 
dent who conv inced me that he truly wanted 
such things as welfare reforms, guaranteed 
base incomes, rev enue sharing with local 
gov ernments 
and 
reorganization 
of 
t h e 
massiv e, insensitiv e federal bureaucracy .” 
He joined the OEO team, he said, because 
Nix on is “ a president who conv inced me that 
in order to accomplish these things he would 
need to call in people who not only knew 
the mechanisms of local gov ernment, but who 
had themselv es been poor at one time. And 
so I went.” 
Hopefully , the President’s commitment to 
the war on pov erty will find its fruition 
through Sanchez because until now, Sanchez 
aside, his commitment has been unconv inc­ 
ing.

Rene Dubos writes that recent 
inv estigations 
indicate

lev els can cause ear damage in 
animals and that sounds not 
loud enough to awaken sleeping 
persons 
nev ertheless 
affect 
their 
brain 
wav es. 
“ Most 
disturbing in this regard is the 
recent discov ery that the heart 
of the fetus can be accelerated 
by noises to which the mother 
appears 
to 
hav e 
become 
tolerant.” 
From “ The Fight for Quiet, 
by 
Theodore 
Berland, 
the 
comment is made that a great 


many 
outside 
noises 
come 
through to the unborn baby 
quite clearly : 
auto 
crashes, 
sonic booms, music. “ In the 
sev enth month of pregnancy 
the fetus’s body responds to 
noise by changes in his little 
heart’s fast rate of beat.” 
Berland goes on to relate that 
in the 
19 20s a German in­ 
v estigator reported a number 
of cases of ex pectant mothers 
who complained that they could 
not go to sy mphony concerts 
because of 
the 
greatly 
in­ 
tensified activ ity of the babies 
they were carry ing. Another 
reported a case of an ex pectant 
mother who found that the ap­ 
plause of the audience caused 
such ex treme fetal activ ity that 
it was painful. 
Response to noise is in the 
form of v iolent kicking and 
mov ing, and there is also an 
increase 
in 
heart 
rate 
— 
Berland say s it may climb 
from 130 to 150 or ev en 17 0. 
So it is quite possible that the 
daughter-in-law had v ery good 
reason for feeling “ sick to her 
stomach.’’ — M.W.K.

hav e been born in the midst of 
air 
raids 
and

hideous times — but there must 
be a lot we hav e y et to learn 
about noise.

Tokyo, Peking Startled By Nixon's Tactics; 
Serene Face Masks Questions About Future 


TOKYO — In this part of the 
world, 
officials 
don’t 
quite 
know what to make of Presi­ 
dent Nix on. They understand 
and ev en approv e the logic oi 
his mov es in defense of the 
dollar and for better relations 
with China, but 
they 
don’t 
understand his timing, his tac­ 
tics or his sty le. 
In Peking, they thought he 
was almost too complimentary 
about China's big-power role in 
the world. “ We are not 
a 
superpower but still an un­ 
derdev eloped 
country ,” 
they 
said. In Toky o, they thought he 
was too sudden and too in­ 
sensitiv e in the way he launch­ 
ed his new China and new 
economic policies. 
In 
both 
places, 
officials 
seemed to 
be 
troubled 
by 
questions of maimer and sty le. 
Peking was obv iously pleased 
that Nix on wanted to come to 
Peking to talk things ov er, and 
Toky o knew something had to 
be done about Washington’s 
domestic and foreign economic 
difficulties, 
but 
why 
the 
dramatic mov es in the nighi, 


the 
startling 
economic 
an­ 
nouncements 
without 
prior 
consultation? 
In a way , both capitals pay 
the United States a compliment 
by their criticism. They hav e 
both been on the fringes oi 
world affairs in recent y ears. 
In different way s, they think of 
Washington as the center of 
world politics, ev en if they 
don’t alway s agree. But these 
sudden lunges by Nix on into 
Peking, into Cambodia 
and 
Laos, and into a wholly new 
economic policy 
make them 
wonder. 
Peking reacted to Nix on’s 
ov ertures with calculated calm. 
They printed the spare official 
c om m u n i q u e about 
the 
President’s v isit and then ig­ 
nored it. The Toky o gov ern­ 
ment, but not the J apanese 
press or opposition politicians 
play ed the whole thing down. 


But 
both 
Peking’s 
indif­ 
ference 
and 
the 
T ok y o 
gov ernment’s elaborate calm 
about recent dev elopments are 
probably 
highly 
misleading, 
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and each in its own way has a 
griev ance which is ex pressed 
more 
in 
priv ate 
than 
in 
public. 
Peking’s griev ance is that 
W a s h i n g t on , 
by 
t h e 
melodramatic Kissinger v isit to 
Peking gav e the impression 
that 
it 
was 
about 
t o 
“ normalize” diplomatic rela­ 
tions with China, and then an­ 
nounced a “ two-China” policy 
in the United Nations, which it 
must hav e known could not 
possibly 
be 
the 
basis 
for 
“ normal relations” with Pek­ 
ing. 
More than that, since the 
Kissinger v isit, the Peking of­ 
ficials feel that Washington has 
reacted 
to 
the 
predictable 
complaints of J apn and Taiwan 
as if the President had not ex ­ 
pected opposition from these 
quarters when he sent Kiss­ 
inger to Peking in the first 
place. 
Secretary of State Rogers’s 
speech to the American Legion 
in 
Houston 
illustrates 
what 
troubles 
both 
Peking 
and 
Toky o. 
“ The drama of 
the 
dev elopments 
in 
our 
policy 
toward Peking and the strains 
of recent imbalances in United 
States-J apanese trade,” Rogers 
said, “ hav e to some ex tent 
partially 
obscured 
the 
fun* 


damental significance of United 
States ties to J apan.” 
But 
in 
both 
Peking 
and 
Toky o, the point is being made 
that Washington arranged “ the 
drama of dev elopments” 
in 
Washington-Peking 
relations 
and must hav e known that this 
would upset the Toky o gov ern­ 
ment, just as the President’s 
new economic policy suddenly 
startled 
the 
political 
and 
business c om m u n i t y 
in 
J apan. 
In this part of the world, as 
at home, there may be a cer­ 
tain admiration for the Nix on 
administration’s ability to an­ 
nounce 
dramatic 
diplomatic 
and economic policies which 
rev erse the policies of the past, 
but these sudden switches also 
raise serious doubts. 
Why was the potential power 
of China, and the dev eloping 
economic crisis in the United 
States not faced long before? 
Why hav e a United States- 
J apanese cabinet committee to 
rev iew relations between the 
two countries and call it into 
session only after the United 
States has startled not only 
J apan but the world with a 
policy 
that 
r e p u d i a t e s 
Washington’s 
t r a d e 
and 
monetary 
policies 
of

"of both House and Senate. 


Rep. 
Emanuel Celler, D- 


N.Y., chairman of both the 
House 
Judiciary Committee 


and its antitrust subcommittee, 


, said increasing concetration of 
economic power in the great 
corporations calls for creation 
of an entirely new office with 
overriding 
power 
to 
block 


mergers it deems detrimental 
to the national economy. 


Simultaneously, in another 


statement, Sen. William Prox- 
mire, D-Wis., said the whole 
free-enterprise 
system is in 


deep trouble because of what 
he said is a widening profit gap 
between smaller firms and 
"industrial giants with their 
immense political clout.'' 


Proxmire. chairman of the 


congressional Joint Economic 
Committee, said that group will 
"'make a special study of Presi- 
dent Nixon's new economic 
policies as they affect medium- 
and small-sized businesses. 


Celler's proposed Office of 


Industrial Organization would 


be established in the executive 
office of the president 
and 


assume all the antitrust func- 
tions now carried out by the 
Justice Department and the 
various regulatory agencies. 
No corporate mergers or ac- 
quisitions could take 
place 


without its approval. 


Celler 
recommended 
also 


repeal of the basic antitrust 
laws, which go back to 1887, 
and their recasting in a new 
statute reflecting m o d e r n 
economic conditions. 


The sweeping proposals stem 


from 
an 
investigation 
by 


Celler's antitrust subcommittee 
of the mergers and acquisitions 
by conglomerate corporations 
during the last d e c a d e . 
Although merger activity has 
declined since the peak years 
of 1968 and 1969, Celler said an 
upsurge can be expected when 
the economy improves.

tion,

Although full of praise for the 


business acumen of the men 
who 
directed 
the

growth of the six companies, 
the report deals harshly with 
the results their "imaginative 
concepts" brought to corporate 
management. 


It dismisses completely the 


contention of the conglomerates 
that their management techni- 
ques strengthen the operations 
of the companies 
they 
ac- 


quire. 


"No support for this concept 


was found," the report says. 
"In fact, management dif- 
ficulties with newiy acquired 
companies showed, if anything, 
that 
combination frequently 


had injurious effect on effi- 
ciency, productivity and cor- 
porate values." 


Proxmire 
cited 
a 
recent 


survey indicating that while the 
earnings of manufactures with 
assets of SI billion or more in- 
creased by 18.8% in the first 
quarter of the year, profits of 
all other manufacturers fell by 
16.2%. 


More Disturbing 


"Even 
m o r e disturbing, 


firms with assets of under $1 
million suffered a 40.4% drop in 
profits," 
the W i s c o n s i n 


Democrat aid. 


"This analysis, which was

More Difficult 


"while the Congress and the 


administration battle to save 
jobs and business for Penn- 
Central, Lockheed, Boeing and 
the

finding it ever more difficult to 
keep their heads above the red 
ink flood. 


"And 
these smaller 
firms 


simply don't have the visibility 
or the raw political power to 
get the tpye of federal atten- 
tion lavished on their big bro- 
thers." 


The report to Celler's sub- 


committee says the prospect of 
immediate financial advantage 
to the parent company was the

Some Have Suffered 


Since the subcommittee study 


in 1960 and 1970, some of the 
conglomerates it looked at have 
suffered severe f i n a n c i a l

Greater Disclosure 


The 
report 
recommends 


legislation that would require 
substantially greater disclosure 
by the parent companies of the 
operations of their subsidiar- 
ies. 


The report says the explosive 


growth of the largest corpora- 
tions through acquisitions has 
made them virtually self-con- 
tained economic empires in a 
position to dominate American 
life.

Engineers Report New Coagulant 
To Soften Water Can Be Used ;

Washington (UPI) — Two 


engineers told Monday of a new 
coagulant to soften water that 
can be recycled and reused. 
They called it "the greatest 
breakthrough in water treat- 
ment technology of this cen- 
tury." 


Up until now, alum was used 


to soften or clarify water. But 
the 
resulting 
alum 
sludge 


caused a pollution problem and 
it was very difficult to recover 
the alum. 


Under the new technique, one 


of the engineers said that 20 
major cities that soften turbid 
and hard waters would be able 
to produce 150,000 tons a year 
of the coagulant, magnesium 
carbonate, which would bring 
them nearly $9 million annually 
at 3 cents a pound. 


The cities 
would reduce 


present treatment costs by $4 
million annually and solve the 
s l u d g e problems simultane- 
ously. 


The engineers, Drs. A. P. 


Black of the University of 
Florida and C. G. Thompson of 
Montgomery, Ala., presented 
their papers at the 162nd an- 
nual meeting of the American 
Chemical Society.

tested in Washington, Chicago, 
Detroit, Philadelphia, Cleve- 
land, Indianapolis, Pittsburgh, 
Atlanta, Nashville, Louisville, 
Huntsville a n d Montgomery, 
Ala., and Jackson, Miss.

. . , SUIT FILED 3-YEARS AGO SCHEDULED FOR TRIAL

The outcome of a landmark 


case scheduled for trial Sept. 13 
before Lancaster D i s t r i c t 
Judge Herbert Ronin could 
have some of the most far- 
reaching effects on taxation in 
Lancaster 
County's history, 


a c c o r d i n g t o t a x i n g 
authorities. 


In an action filed three years 


ago, 
some Lincoln property 


owners challenged the legality 
of the 25% and 40% increases 
made by Lancaster County in 
actual values of all urban real 
estate. 


The case now scheduled for 


trial could result 
in con- 


siderable refunds of taxes col- 
lected on the basis of the in- 
creases if the court rules in 
favor of the plaintiffs. 


Would Be Upheld 


However, if the court rules in 


favor of the county, the 1968 
action of the county assessor in 
excercising the authority to 
regularly adjust values of pro- 
perty for taxation purposes 
would be upheld. 


The plaintiffs contend in the 


petition that thfe increases of 
25% and 40% depending upon 
the age of the properties were 
made by the assessor "without 
any actual reappraisal or re- 
evaluation or re-estimate of the 
value of any of the property" 
by the assessor or his deputies 
and "without any viewing or 
visitation of said real e s t a t e 
since Jan. 1,1967." 


They further contended that 


the increases "without com- 
parable increases in other 
types and classes of property 
were arbitrary, capricious and 


unreasonable . . . and not sus- 
tained by sales 
assessment 


studies or other valid taxing 
authorities." 


Powers Questioned 


Such 
alleged 
blanket 
in- 


creases in actual valuation are 
contrary to law and exceed the 
power of the assessor under the 
law, the petition states. 


If the plaintiffs' contentions 


are sustained by the court, all 
governmental subdivisions af- 
fected by the valuation in- 
creases in Lancaster County 
would probably be ordered to 
refund taxes collected on those 
valuations. 


At the time the increases 


were made, Lancaster County 
A s s e s s o r 
Fritz 
Meyer 


estimated that the increases 
would hike the total assessed 
valuation in the county by $53 
million 
which was further 


borne out by the figures on the 
1968 abstract. 


About Nine Mills 


In order to raise this amount 


at the present valuation level, 
it would be necessary to levy a 
total of approximately nine 
mills to take care of the 
refunds. 
Substantially 
more 


would have to be levied to take 
care of the possible resulting 
refunds on personal property 
valuation 
appeals 
pending 


awaiting the outcome of the 
upcoming case. 


Many major taxpayers within 


the county had appealed to the 
county board their personal 
property valuations contending 
that their personal property 
was being assessed at the 
statutory level of 35% of actual 
value, while real estate was

The Hong K o n g flu then 


bounced back the 
following 


winter of 1969-70, when it 
wasn't expected to, causing a 
mini-epidemic. 


Because of its unpredictable 


actions, the National Com- 
municable 
Disease 
Center 


(NCDC) stopped making its 
annual influenza predictions, 
not wishing to be caught off 
base as it was when the Hong 
Kong bug showed up in 1969- 
70. 


But Dr. James B. Sprague of 


the 
NCDC's 
viral 
disease 


branch, gave this unofficial 
prediction: "There will be 
more flu this year than last 
year. However we don't expect 
a major influenza epidemic." 


There 
were 
reports 
of 


"localized outbreaks" of Hong 
Kong flu in Hong Kong itself 
earlier this year, but Sprague 
said the outbreak had tapered 
off and there have been no 
reports of cases in this country 
so f ai

taxes paid by businesses on 
personal property because of 
alleged inequities. 


Three Intervene 


Three 
downtown Lincoln 


business property owners filed 
an action to intervene in the 
upcoming suit brought by Jesse 
M. Poison and others. 


In their intervention petition 


they alleged that any action 
Lancaster 
County 
Assessor 


Fritz Meyer took in raising 
values of real property for 1968 
"tended to fairly and propor- 
tionately equalize such real 
property with the commercial 
property owned by intervenors 
and that such action . . . w a s 
lawful and proper" according 
to state law and the constitu- 
tion. 


These 
business 
property 


owners as well as all real 
estate property owners in the 
county stand to face higher 
taxes resulting from a possible 
court ruling in favor of the 
plaintiffs in the upcoming ac- 
tion. 


Some Decrease 


For example on the basis of 


taxes paid for 1967 as com- 
pared with those for 1968 based 
on the valuation 
increases, 


persons w i t h older homes 
receiving the 25% increase 
realized a decrease in taxes for 
1968 
while those with newer 


homes with a 40% increase in 
value received a slight increase 


in 1968 taxes. 


But that increase was only 


about one-sixth what it would 
cost them in added taxes if it is 
necessary to levy an additional 
nine mills to take care of 
possible real estate tax refunds 
alone. 


Since the $53 million assessed 


valuation hike in 1968 resulted: 
in a lower levy and since 
valuations have changed con- 
siderably since that time due to 
the completion of the man- 
datory reappraisal of property 
in the county, it is difficult to 
compare tax bills on any given 
property. 


However, a p p l y i n g the 


average 
20% increase 
on 


residential property resulting 
from the reappraisal to the 
original value in 1967 prior to 
the assessor's 1968 action, the 
owner of a home valued at 
$10,000 in 1967 would pay an 
additional $36 to take care of 
refunds based on an additional 
nine mills while the owner of a 
$20,000 home in 1967 would pay 
$75 60 more for the refunds. 


On the basis of the 1967 and 


1968 levies, the owner of a 
$10.000 home falling in the 
"older home" category which 
received a 25% valuation in- 
crease 
received 
a 
$29.37 


decrease in taxes in 1968, while 
the owner of a $20,000 fyme 
received a $57.71 decrease. 


However, owners of homes 


categorized as "newer homes" 
received increases of $6.33 and 
$12.66 in taxes on $10,000 and 
$20,000 homes, respectively

Washington (UPI) - The 


Bureau of Mines said Monday 
that nearly 300 coal waste piles 
are burning throughout the na- 
tion, mostly in Appalachia, and 
have caused scores of injuries 
and at least 55 deaths. 


"They occupy an estimated 


3,200 acres that could be put to 
better use," the bureau said. 


It said the so-called "culm 


banks" have poisoned the air 
with smoke, gas and ash and 
caused deaths and injuries 
through fires, explosions and 
avalanches. 


Better advance planning and 


practical ways to use coal mine 
waste commercially, as ag- 
gregate or fill, "is badly need- 
ed, '* the bureau said. 


The 
bureau 
made 
the 


disclosures in reports published 
Monday on what it said were 
two of the worst environmental 
problems connected with coal 
— fires in coal mine refuse 
piles and land sinkage over 
undermined areas.

Chicago W — A survey of 


senior students in one Canadian 
and one U.S medical school 
has found that the American 
students 
are 
much 
more 


permissive about the use of 
marijuana than Canadians. 


Results of the survey of un- 


named schools in Ontario and 
California were published in 
the Sept. 6 issue of the Journal 
of 
the 
American 
Medical 


Association. 


Of the 86 California students 


responding to a questionnaire, 
73% had used marijuana or 
hashish 
or 
other 
cannabis 


derivatives at least once and 
41% at least monthly. 


Of the 150 Ontario students 


responding, 57% said they had 
never used marijuana or other 
cannabis derivatives. Thirteen 
percent of the group reported 
using it at least monthly. 


Cannabis is the 
botanical 


name for the plant from which 
marijuana and related drugs 
are derived. 


Weekly use of the drug was 


reported by 2% of the Ontario 
group and 17% of the California 
group. One per cent of both 
groups reported daily usage. 


The students were questioned 


about their attitudes in the 
moderate use of eannabis — 
one to three cigarettes, shared, 
about once a week. 


A vast majority of both 


groups indicated that physical 
h e a l t h w o u l d n o t b e 
significantly 
affected. 
More 


students from both groups in- 
dicated mental health would be 
affected, but the majority said 
there would be no significant 
change in the mental health of 
the user. 


None of the students said 


they would praise a patient who 
discloses

cannabis or encourage him to 
use it more frequently. The 
majority — 52% in Ontario, 
89% in California — would 
make no comment to the pa- 
tient on the matter.

Washington — A secret col- 


lection of reports on 125,000 
allegedly subversive persons 
and organizations, the product 
of an extensive but unofficial 
intelligence 
operation 
that 


ranged across the nation for 23 
years, is locked away today in 
'the office of the Senate Inter- 
nal 
Security 
subcommittee 


here 


How the collectoin got there 


is known. But what it will be 
used for remains hidden. The 
subcommittee, which is headed 
by Sen. James Eastland, D- 
Miss., has refused to say what 
it intends to do with the 
reports. 


The collection is known to 


insiders here as the Van 
' De'man Files. It was assembled 
— with official knowledge and 
help — by a retired Army chief 
of 
intelligence, Maj. Gen. 


Ralph H. Van Deman, between 
1929, the year of his retirement, 
and 1952, the year of his 
death. 


The files contain information 


on politicians, labor leaders, 
civil rights activists, actors, 
.writers, 
academicians 
and 


ordinary citizens, many of 
them still alive, all of whom 


Van 
Deman 
suspected 
of 


subversion. 


Cellar In Files 


Among those still prominent 


whose dossiers are in the files 
is Rep. Emanuel Celler, D- 
N.Y., the chairman of the 
House Judiciary Committee. 
He was listed as a "Jew 
playing the Reds." 


A staff aide here said the 


Brooklyn congressman 
was 


probably unaware that his 
name was in the Van Deman 
files. The aide said it was not 
surprising that Celler should be 
named since "he has been at- 
tacked by right-wingers for 
years." 


Others listed in the files were 


Pearl S. Buck, the author; Joan 
Crawford and Helen Hayes, the 
actresses; former Rep. Adam 
Clayton Powell of Manhattan, 
and Linus Pauling, the Nobel 
Prize chemist. Also in the files 
is the name of Chien Hseuh- 
sen, a scientist who went to 
Communist China in 1955 after 
being accused of being an alien 
Communist and wt*> now heads 
the Chinese missile develop- 
ment program. 


The heart of the Van Deman 


Files, according to military 
sources who have seen them, 
c o m p r i s e s confidential in- 


telligence reports that Van 
Deman obtained regularly from 
Army and Naval intelligence 
and from the Federal Bureau 
of 
Investigation. 
He 
also 


received 
information 
from 


California police agencies at 
his home in San Diego. 


Nationwide Network 


Moreover, the general ran a 


nationwide network of 
in- 


formants, each identified only 
by a coded number, who 
reported great volumes of raw 
information to him. The files 
show that some information 
could have come only from 
agents 
who infiltrated 
the 


Communist 
Party, l a b o r 


unions, church groups and 
other organizations. 


The general himself appears 


to fciave stayed very much out 
of the public eye and out of 
political activity. Instead, he 
fed the i n t e l l i g e n c e he 
developed to the FBI and the 
military 
intelligence 
agen- 


cies. 


The Army's inspection of the 


files last winter indicated that 
some of his reports had been 
lent to the Army and the FBI.

Research Library files seized

Nixon, then 
campaigning against 
Brown, 


protested that the legislature 
should look into the allegedly 
illegal seizure. 


After the San Diego Research 


Library threatened a court suit, 
the files were returned. They 
went into a vault in the San

Forward was asked recently 


whether the papers were still in 
San Diego. "Yes, you can 
assure that they are." he said,

Judge Hugo Fisher of the San 


Diego Superior Court, who has 
been active in

sheets" distributed at rallies 
f o r N i x o n a n d o t h e r 


Republicans in the 1950 cam- 
paign. 


Nixon repudiated some of the 


more violent statements in 
those sheets and Judge Fisher 
said that "it is possible, of 
course, that Mr. Nixon himself 
was unaware of the sources of 
this scurrilous material used by 
his supporters." 


When Van Deman died in 


January 1952 at the age of 86, 
the San Diego Union said that 
"his knowledge of Red ac- 
tivities in the subversive line 
probably was not exceeded by 
any other American."

The files contain information 
on politicians, labor leaders,

Cellar In Files 
Amonc those still prominent 
whose oossiers are in the files 
is Rep. Emanuel Celler, D- 
N.Y., the chairman 
of 
the 
House 
J udiciary 
Committee. 
He was listed 
as 
a 
“ J ew 
playing the Reds.” 
A staff aide here said the 
Brooklyn 
congressman 
was 
probably 
unaware 
that 
his 
name was in the Van Deman 
files. The aide said it was not 
surprising that Celler should be 
named since “ he has been at­ 
tacked by right-wingers 
for

Others listed in the files were 
Pearl S. Buck, thie author; J oan 
Crawford and Helen Hayes, the 
actresses; former Rep.

He 
also 
receiv ed 
information 
from 
California police agencies at 
his home in San Diego. 
Nationwide Network 
Moreov er, the general ran a 
nationwide 
network

formants, each identified only

The files 
show that some information

Syria To Build $600 Million Dam With Reds 


Damascus, Syria W — "The 


Euphrates is a sultan, with a 
power to make anybody happy 
or despeiale." 


That old Syrian saying is get- 


ting a new reading with the 
building of a giant dam across 
the river. It is designed to ban- 
ish the danger of floods and to 
bring new land into cultivation. 


Sobhi Kahaleh, director-gen- 


eral of the $GOO-million Euphra- 
tes project, says the first stage 
will be finished next year and 


work will be completed in 1974, 
a year ahead of schedule. 


The dam is the mainstay of 


Syria's third 
five-year 
plan 


aimed at "establishing a de- 
veloping agricultural industrial 
economy" 
with 
a n annual 


growth of 8.29i. 


The dam is expected to boost 


national income by $200 mil- 
lion and irrigate 1% million 
acres in Jezirah Province. The 
area was once the granary or 
the Roman Empire but never 


recovered 
from 
the Mongol 


devastations of the 13th and 
14th centuries. 


A power plant with a cap- 


acity of 800,000 kilowatts—more 
than double Syria's current 
output — will supply industries 
in the valley, creating jobs for 
53,000 workers. 


First scientific studies to 


build the Tabka dam were 
made in 1947; Syria and the 
Soviet Union signed an agree- 


ment 10 years later. Construc- 
tion started in 1968 after the 
Soviet Union agreed to provide 
half of a $250 million loan to be 
repaid at 2'z% interest start- 
ing in 1976. 


The basic structure of the 


dam will stretch almost three 
miles. It will be 1,640 feet wide, 
196 feet high in the first stage 
and 984 feet in the final stage.

lake 
will cover 400 


square miles.
